NOTES OF THE WEEK. 


We offer our congratulations to the Rev. Professor Marks, the Nestor 
of the Jewish Pulpit, who on Sunday next will complete fifty years of service 
to the West London Synagogue of British Jews. The Congregation now 
worshipping at Berkeley Street opened its first place of worship in Burton 
Street, on January 27th, 1842. Professor Marks was engaged as minister 
twelve months in advance of this event. This was probably the busiest 
period in all his pastorate, being devoted to the difficult and delicate task of 
laying down the lines of a new ritual, and editing the Prayer Book which 
embodied it, That the work was accomplished with considerable tact and 
care is evident from the few changes it has undergone during the half a cen- 
tury it has been in existence. Mr. Marks had entered his 30th year when he 
became the leader of the Reform movement. He is, therefore, now an octo- 
genarian. Yet the weight of age sits lightly on his shoulders. He continues 
to discharge both his ministerial and professorial duties with vigour. To few 
men is acareer of such lengthened and successful activity vouchsafed. To 
have initiated a movement such as that with which the name of David Woolf 
Marks will always be associated, to have seen its roll of membership steadily 
increase from 16 to over 500, to have witnessed its extension to other con- 
gregations und to live to celebrate the Jubilee of his connection with it is a 
unique combination of events of which any man might be proud. It will be 
invested with gratification not only for the members of his own flock, but 
likewise for the many friends outside whom his kindly and sympathetic 
disposition have won him in the course of a long and useful life. We hope 
that many years of usefulness are still in store for the venerable and eloquent 

astor, and we felicitate our brethren of Berkeley Street on the ‘‘ Golden 
Wedding” which they and their ecclesiastical head will be celebrating on 
Sunday next.

The correspondence in the Guardian on the ‘* Jews of Russia,” between 
Mr. Oswald Simon and Mr. Birkbeck, is being maintained, Mr. Simon being 
joined by the Rev. Isidore Harris, Mr. Birkbeck, quoting from the works of 
one Alexeef, a converted Russian Jew, charges the Russian Jews with main- 
taining an inquisition, known as the Aahal, which exercises a secret terrorism 
over the members of the Hebrew community. Inasmuch as Aahal simply 
means ‘ congregation,” Mr. Simon rightly describes this “as one of the 
foulest calumnies ever brought against the Jews, . . a3 wanton and as 
ill-considered as if one should say that the ‘ Holy Catholic Church’ means a 
secret society engaged in mischievous designs.” It having been demonstrated 
to Mr. Birkbeck, who had spoken of Jews as the natural enemies of man- 
kind, that the Pentateuch commands the Israelite to love his Gentile neigh~ 
pour and refrain from vexing him, Mr, Birkbeck, in reply, endeavours to 
minimise the force of the Mosaic law, by suggesting that the traditional

| this position by quoting a considerable number of examples from Rabbinical 


interpretation of the command “‘to love your neighbour,” makes it “obligatory 
only in respect to Jews, and in transactions with Jews, but has no reference 
to people of other professions of faith.” Mr. Harris completely demolishes 
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and Talmudical literature, that prove conciusively that the Rabbis were deeply 
imbued with the sentiments of tolerance and social virtue. 


Mr. Birkbeck returns to the subject this week. He asks us to state 


where it was announced (as we mentioned in our obituary notice of the 
good Archbishop) that Archbishop Nicanor had been invited to retire 
owing to his preaching in favour of the Jews. This information had been 
given in a 7imes telegram dated December 18th, last. We are glad to learn 
from Mr. Birkbeck (who does not cite Ais authority and comes rather late 
into the field with his contradiction) that there is not a word of truth in the 
report. It is scarcely ingenuous on Mr. Birkbeck’s part to thrust upon us 
any desire to tarnish the fair fame of the Archbishop Nicanor, an 
eminent prelate of whom we have never written without praise and admiration. 
‘As we write, information reacties us from Russia that on his death bed, when 
bidding farewell for ever to M. Porokhovshtchikoff, the Editor of “* Russian 
Life,” the Prelate begged only to talk of the Jews. He said: ‘ Good bye, 
good bye for ever. I only regret we have met so Jate to talk of this Jewish 
. cause, But what you now know of it do not hide.” 


The believers in Anglo-Israelism must be in high feather at presens, 
for these visionaries have secured an aristocratic convert to their yiews. Their 
latest recruit is the Countess of Caithness, Duchesse de Pomar, who in her 
work ‘* Les Vrais Israélites” is at pains to point out that the Jews calling 
themselves such are but impostors, and that the real Israelites are the 
English and Americans. Lady Caithness (the French title is one she enjoys 
in her own right) endeavours to prove her theory by profane and ethnological 
proofs, by proofs drawn from the Prophets, and by evidence furnished by 
British customs. Mr. Gladstone’s rapid rally to Home Rule is explained on 
the ground that the Isles of the West of which the Prophets spoak can only 
be Ireland. This argument will suffice to show the nature of the basis on which 
the Countess’s proposition rests. She, however, is firmly convinced that she 
has made out her case, for she declares that the peoples of Great Britain 
and America have accomplished in every detail that which had been promised 
to Israel and Menasseh without the least lacuna or the slightest error. The 
Countess, doubtless deeming it necessary to offer us some consolation for 
depriving us of our heritage, dismisses us with the following flattering 
portrait :—‘ This energetic and vigorous race so remarkably gifted in respect 
to intelligence and artistic taste, indomitable in the hour of sublime mis- 
fortune by its sentiments of family and of human solidarity, and to which 
we owe the transmission intact of the old doctrines, of which our religion 
is the continuation, it is this people that saved true science in the hour when 


_ the barbarity of iconoclasts made war upon thought.” 


Had time permitted the Rev. Isidore Harris to bring his narrative of 
Christian Scholars in Hebrew “up to date,” instead of breaking off at the 
end of the seventeenth century, he would have been able to find two royal 
companions of a later period to Queen Christina of Sweden, to whom he 
referred among students of our sacred tongue. There are now living two 
royal personages who have made the study of Hebrew and its literature 
almost a passion. The elder, Dom Pedro, ex-Emperor of Brazil, has more 
than once publicly exhibited his knowledge in this direction. It will be 
within the recollection of many of our readers that during his stay in London 
several years ago Dom Pedro visited the Central Synagogue, where he cor- 
rectly read from a Scroll of the Law that was opened for his inspec- 
tion. Neither his troubles nor advancing years appear to have weakened his 
affection for Hebrew, for during his recent residence at Versailles he devoted 
an hour before breakfast to the study of that language and other Oriental 
tongues. The other instance of a royal Hebrew scholar is still more remark- 
able. It is that of the amiable Queen Margherita of Italy. Her Majesty is 
not only a fluent reader of Hebrew but possesses a thorough knowledge of 
much of its literature; and she delights to display her proficieacy 
to Signor Coen-Porto, the Chief Rabbi of Venice at the friendly audiences 
she gives to him during her periodical visits to the ‘‘ Queen of the Adriatic.” 
Some of the speakers at Jews’ College on Sunday mentioned that the 
acquisition of Hebrew knowledge by Christian divines and others had tended 
to remove many prejudices previously entertained against the Jews. It may, 
therefore, not uncharitably be assumed that much of the consideration enjoyed 
- by the Jews of Italy under the enlightened rule of King Humbert—a con- 
sideration exceeded by no European country, though United Italy is but 
twenty years old—is due to the appreciation which His Majesty’s charming 

consort has acquired of Judaism through her Hebrew studies. 


Physically speaking, it is rather unfortunate that the part of Rebecca

THE RABBINATE. 

A meeting of the Executive Committee of the United Synagogue will be 
held on Tuesday evening next to consider the Draft Report to the Council on the 
Rabbinate Question, the details of which have been under consideration by a 
Sub-Committee, as previously mentioned by us. The Report travels over nearly 
the whole ground which has been the subject of recent debate, and reviews 
the entire history of the question in the light of needs of the present day, but does 
not propose any drastic or revolutionary measures for meeting them. A 
tribute is paid to the qualifications and claims of the Rev. Dr. Hermann Adley, 
the acting Chief Rabbi, to the definitive appointment. The salary of the future 
Chief Rabbi it is proposed to fix at £2,000 a year, the bulk of which will be 


borne, as hitherto, by the United Synagogue. The provincial congregations will 
however be asked to have greater regard to their duty to contribute their dae 


quota towards supporting the office of the Chief Rabbi, and those congregations - 


that do not make any fixed contribution will be required to pay fees 
through the United Synagogue, for services from the Chief Rabbi, 
s"ch as authorisation of marriages, certificates, &c. Lord Rothschild has pro- 
mised to make an annual donation of £250 to the United Synagogue, specially to 
meet the increased outlay. The Report has not failed to give attention to the 
resolution of the Conference held last July, to the effect that a regnlar system of 
pastoral visitation in the Provinces shall be initiated and carried on. The Chief 
Rabbi will be required to have an official residence near the East End. The 
ogy against issuing any Cherem, adopted previously to the election of the 
ate Dr. Adler, will be reimposed. 

Provision will also be made for the appointment of an additional Dayan, 
aad the report deals at some length with Mr. Louis Davidson’s suggestions , 
The so-called “personal veto” is left unimpaired, but questions con- 
nected with the conduct of public worship will be considered by a Special Com- 
mittee, composed of the Preachers attached to the several synagogues ; subject to 


the decision of the Chief Rabbi. which is to be tinal. There are many other — 


details in the Draft Report, but the above outline gives a rough idea of its 
important clauses. The Report itself may be considerably modified before its 
final presentation to the Council, a apecial meeting of which will probably be 
convened atan early date. Upon the adoption of the Report, the synagogues at 
present contributing to the Chief Rabbi’s Fund will be asked to give their adhe- 
sion to the proposals in the Report and to appoint delegates for the formal 
election of the Chief Rabbi. The February meeting (onthe 10th) will be devoted, 
as usual, to the consideration of the Annual Accounts. 


INAUGURATION OF A JEWISH HOSPITAL 
AT ALEXANDRIA. | 


[FROM OUR CORRESPONDENT. | 


ALEXANDRIA, JANUARY 147TH, 1891. 

On the 3ist December last, the seventh anniversary of the dsaath of Baron 
Bohor de Menasce, the New Jewish Hospital due to his liberality was inaugureted. 
Owing to a very recent bereavement in the Menasce family, no official invita- 
tions were sent out. Notwithstanding this, and in spite of the very bad weather 
that was prevailing, a good many persons were present. Amongst them, besides 
the leading members of the Jewish community, were Brigadier-General Sir Wm. 


Butler, Commander of the British Garrison of Alexandria ; Ahmed bey Farid, 


Sub-Governor, as substitute for H. E., the Governor ; several members of the 
Consular Corps, of the Municipality, of the Sanitary Council, of the Medical 
Corps ; several representatives of all the hospitals in Alexandria. Many ladies 
enhanced by their presence the very interesting ceremony. 2 

At 3.30 p.m., a choir composed of some pupils of the Menasce Jewish Free 
School sang a short hymn under the direction of Professor M. Ventura. Pro. 
P. Modena, the Director of the Jewish Free School, then read, on behalf of the 
Chief Rabbi, Rev. Hezzan, an address, in which he mainly exalted the charitable 
and noble feelings of the late Baron Bohor, and of the Menasce family. 


Mr. M. Aboaf, as one of the leading founders of the Old Jewish Hospital, and — 


in his capacity of Honorary Secretary of the new establishment, gave a sketch of 
the history of the old hospital, which existed 12 years, from 1870 to 1882, entirely 
supported by private subscriptions among a few charitable coreligionists, and the 
idea of which, he said, led to founding the new hospital they were now about to 
inaugurate. 

Mr. I, Nacamuli, as deputy of the Jewish Workmen’s Club, “Tad Haruzim, 
spoke in very appropriate terms, which gave rise to general applause. 

The Chief Rabbi then recited the ‘ Askaba” in memory of the late Baron 
Bohor de Menasce, and soon after a luncheon was served to all those present, 


| who afterwards retired quite pleased with what they had seen in the establish- 


ment, 


The new hospital is situated in one of the healthiest quarters of the town. 
It consists of a central block and two side pavilions, at the back of this 1s 4 
large garden, and at its end a pavilion, isolated expressly reserved for the treat- 
ment of infectious diseases ; the mortuary and laundry. On the ground floor of 
the main building there is a large ward and two smaller ones, the operation room, 
the medical and executive committee room, and the hospital directors’ quarters. 
On the top flat, which is entirely reserved for female patients, there is a large 
ward and also the head nurses’ quarters. The basement contains the kitchen, 
scullery. pantry, bathrooms, lb a room, servants’ quarters, &c. ‘The estab- 
lishments contains, at present, accommodation for 30 inmates, but more patients 
could be admitted if necessary. | 
By special wish of the donor’s family, two beds have been reserved and 
laced at the disposal of the Austro-Hungarian Consulate for their poor. Two 
ds have been consecrated by the Jewish community, to which the hospital has 
been graciously presented, one in memory of the late Baron Joseph de Menasce, 
and one in honour of the Baroness Simha de Menasce, wife of the late Baron 
Bohor. Mr. Jacques Piha has instituted a fund for the perpetual maintenance 
of one bed in memory of his late first wife. Mr. P. Towrest made a present of 
two complete beds. A great many gifts, both valuable and useful, were pre- 
sented by Jewish ladies and gentlemen. The establishment is lit with gas, and 
is fitted up with electrie bells from the top to the basement. The water is filtered 
by five “ Pastenr” filters. A first-class dispensary is conveniently situated in one 
of the side pavilions. : 
The medical direction of the hospital has been entrusted to the care of the 
highly-skilled Dr. G. Valensin, who was formerly the medical director of the 
old hospital. The head nurses have been thoroughly trained in a London hospital,

Sir,—My attention has been drawn to a letter in your last Friday's issue 
headed Services for Women, and signed Oswald John Simon, containing, amongst 
other strange things, the following startling statement. “ They” (those who 
attend the Hanway Street School on Sabbath mornings) have never been 
attracted to——or Maiden Lane Synagogue. Who can wonder? What a form 
of worship ! Discordant in every sense.” 

Attached as I have been as Preacher to the Maiden Lane Synagogue these 
fifteen years now, I feel called upon and beg leave to reply to these strictures 
of Mr. Simon’s, 

_ I don’t know whether Mr. Simon has ever been present at Divine Service in 
Maiden Lane Synagogue, but, if he has, then [ am utterly at a loss to understand 
how he, how anyone, with the least religious sentiment ia him can prefer such a 
charge against the Synagogue in question or take exception on any ground 
whatever to the Divine Service conducted therein. I go further, however, and 
challenge anyone, be he who or what he may, to substantiate in anyone particular 
even Mr. Simon’s assertion as to the form of worship in use there. Sir,—The 
Maiden Lane Synagogue has a record, such as any House of God might well 
be proud of, a record such as but few synagogues out of the City can 


produce, and it is a well-known fact that some of our most religious men and i 


women—*“ religious” in the best and truest sense of the word—have ever shown 
a decided preference for the Divine Service performed therein. ‘ Discordant, 
indeed (says Mr. Simon), is its form of worship !” How so ? Or, wherein does its 
discordance lie? Is it, perhaps, in the circumstance that those who attend it do 
so with one purpose only—that of praying, as Jews have ever prayed, or that. 
the congregants, as a body, accompany the Chazan in several of the chants ? If 
that be so, and I cannot, in reason, imagine what else Mr. Simon may mean, 
then, in behalf of the congregation, I gladly plead guilty to the charge brought 
against it by Mr. Simon of having “a form of worship discordant in every sense” 
in its Synagogue. | 

Again the attendance on Sabbath mornings at Maiden Lane Synagogue 
may not be as large as one could wish, but such as it is it will yet compare 
most favourably with that at any other West End Synagogue (with one notable 
exception) which, perhaps, in the eyes of Mr. Simon offers a less discordant form 
of worship. 

In conclusion, I would remind Mr. Simon that there is yet, happily, a vast 
majority of Jews and Jewesses who do not think as he does, and express the 
hope that, if it be too much to expect him not to intermeddle in things that are 
altogether beyond him, he will, at least, before again venturing on such very 
delicate ground, take care to assure himself of his facts, and, then even, be some- 
what temperate and guarded in the language strong or otherwise he uses, if but 


their duty as is Mr, Simon himself even.

“THE DEAD AND-THE LIVING,”

S1r,—The secrnd letter of your esteemed correspondent 5D)’ is not a reply to 
mine, for the reason, that so far as I can gather, there is nothing in dispute. He 
quoted the deaision of the Shulchan Aruch and other authorities ; I, the views of 
Maimonides and other recognised authorities, who permit a Jew to use the hair of 
the dead. Thus the matter stands ; for my part I should even halachivally be con- 
tent to abide by the views I have quoted, especially with reference to an act of 
prohibition, which has become at least as strongly Mohammedan as Jewish, while 
§D1"'s own authorities only forbid material advantage, not the use of the hair as a 
souvenir, 

D1’ need not imagine that I doubt his learning, or that I question the fact that 
some are opposed to the use of the hair of the dead for purposes of profit. 
He has somewhat misconceived the meaning of my reference to the view 
of the Gaonim on.a passage in Berachot. It is surely no answer to 
quote another view however early on an altogether different point. Let 
it be remembered that the two great Gaonim whom I cited (and I preferred to go 
for my quotation to an incontrovertible source), saw nothing ua-Jewish in a Rabbi 
actually carrying with him a bone of his dead son. The question I repeat is not 
whether their explanation is right, though I think their theory not improbable. 
The point is that these two Gaonim, holding the theory they did, actually supposed 
that R. Jochanan carried the bone about with him. After this example, and consider- 
ing the halachic support against the Shulchan Aruch, H., especially as the matter 
is largely one of sentiment, I need not, I repeat, rely exclusively on Joseph Karo. I 
am quite content with the matter as it stands, but maintain that on even halachic 


questions the Shulchan Aruch is not the ultimate resort for deriving an opinion even © 


as to Jewish custom. If as 5D)’ maintains there is nosuch thing as eentiment in 
halacha, then indeed have we all become slaves.

LESSING’S ‘‘NATHAN DER WEISE,”

Sir,—The Rev. H. Gollancz says in last week’s Jewish Chronicle :— 


“Until comparatively recent times it has generally been taken for granted 


that the parable was borrowed from the Decamerone of the Boccaccio,” and further : 
“ Considering that in this work we have not only the story itself, but also its 
application to the grand principle of toleration of religion, there is strong evidence 
in favour of the theory that it was to this Jewish source that Lessing was indebted 
for the episode in the Three Rings.” 

Mr. Gollancz is mistaken in thinking that Lessing borrowed his parable of. 
the three Rings from the Schebet Jehuda. . In a letter dated August 11th, 1778, to 
his brother, Lessing says : Ich méchte zwar nicht gern, dass der eigentliche Inhalt 
meines anzukiindigenden Stiicks allzufriih bekannt wiirde, aber doch. wenn [hr, 
Du oder Moses [ Moses Mendelssohn] ihn wissen wollt, so schlagt das Decamerone 
des Boccaccio auf: Giornata 1, Nov. III., Melchisedech Giudeo. And 
in one of the fragments of his literary Nachlass we find the following 
parsage : Es ist allerdings wahr, und ich habe keinem meiner Freunde verhehlt, 
dass ich den ersten Gedanken zum Nathan im Decameron des Vocaz gefunden habe. 

Surely Lessing ought to know best where be took his parablefrom. But even if 
we did not have Lessing's own authority as to the source of the parable, a com- 
parison of Lessing’s play with Decamerone’s 3rd novel of the Ist book, and the 
Schebet Jehuda will convince any unprejudiced reader that it was not from the 
latter that Lessing took his parable of the three Rings.

MONSIEUR LEOPOLD WIENER. . 


We regret to announce the death, in his 68th year, of the eminent Belgian 
medallist and sculptor, Leopold Wiener, which took place on the 24th inst. at 
Brussels. Born at Venlo in Holland in 1823, Leopold Wiener early emigrated 
with his family to Belgium, where his success was brilliant and immediate, 
When only twenty-four years of age he was appointed Engraver to the Mint, a 
position he held until his death. In that capacity his name appears in tiny letters 
upon, the Belgian currency, the design having been executed by him. This 
recognition of Monsieur ‘Viener’s ability was followed in 1864 by his being nomi- 
nated Engraver to the Government, re | shortly afterwards Engraver to the King. 
Monsieur Wiener’s activity was not, however, limited by his official work as 
medallist, as he was a sculptor of no mean capacity, his statues being found 
ornamenting the public squares throughout Belgium and Holland. In recogni- 
tion of his merits Monsieur Wiener was made successively Commander of the 
Order of Leopold, Commander of the Order of the Royal Crown of Prussia, 
Knight of the Order of the Lion of Holland, and he received many similar distinc. 
tions. Passionately devoted to music, and possessed a magnificent voice, he 
was well-known in musical circles, and was Vice-President of the Conservatoire 
of Music at Brussels. In addition to the artistic side of his character, Monsieur 
Wiener displayed great abilities as an administrator and financier. At the age of 
18 he was Provincial Councillor, and later Mayor of Boitsfort, a small town near 
Brussels, where-he had a country seat.. It was there that he loved to devote his 
energies, and under his guidance the town was laid out and beautified, with the 
result that it became one of the favourite resorts in the environs of Brussels. He 
was unremitting in his efforts for the welfare of the town committed to his care. 
Under his initiative, schools of design for the working-classes, technical and 


professional schools, and many other public institutions were founded. It is onl 


a few weeks back that we announced his re-election as Mayor of Boitsfort for a 
further term of years, as a Liberal, he having defeated his Catholic opponent by 
over four times the number of votes. His business capacity caused him to be 
frequently consulted, and secured him a place upon the Board of Direction of 
several of the most important railways and financial institutions in Belgium. 
Monsieur Wiener had been in failing health for some time, and although a leading 
English surgeon was summoned to Brussels, receiving the princely honorarium of 
£1,000, his services were unavailing as Monsieur Wiener succumbed shortly after 
having undergone an operation. At the interment, which took place at Boitsfort, the 
Chief Rabbi of Beigium officiating, orations were delivered by Prince de Chimay, 
Minister of Foreign Affairs, who bore witness to the eminent services Monsieur 
Wiener had rendered to Belgium, and by other speakers. It was by children 
belonging to the schools he founded that Leopold Wiener was carried to his last 
resting-place. Monsieur Leopold Wiener married Miss Sarah Newton of London, 
by whom he had four children, the eldest son being married to a daughter of 
Mr. Solomon Schloss of London. He was brother of Mr. Myer Wiener of 
London, and of Monsieur Jacques Wiener, also a great medallist and President 
of the United Hebrew Congregations of Belgium. The Town Council of Boits- 
fort have decided to give the name of Leopold Wiener to the principal public 
square, and to erect there a monument to his memory. 


MADAME BENOIT FOULD. 


The bearer of a name associated with the rise of Judaism in France, Madame 
Benoit Fould, has passed away in Paris at the advanced age of 94. Helena 
Oppenheim, a member of the well-known Jewish family of Oppenheim, at 
Cologne, where she was born in 1797, married in 1814, M. Benoit Fould. Her 
husband was a son of the founder of the celebrated banking house in Paris. 


-M. Fould was a member of the Corps Legislatif under the Second Empire, and 


brother of M. Achille Fould, Minister of Finance and of State. Passionately 
devoted to Art, and in particular to Music, Madame Fould encouraged a number 
of her coreligionists to adopt one or the other of the fine arts as a profession, and 
gave practical effect to her encouragement by supplying her protegés with the — 
means of pursuing their studies. It is almost needless to add that such a woman 
was distinguished likewise for her general benevolence. Madame Fould leaves 
no children. Madame Heine-Furtado, who may justly be designated a Parisian 
Baroness Burdett Coutts, is her niece. 


THE PRIMATE OF HUNGARY. 


The Jews in Hungary will share with their Roman Catholic fellow-country- 
men the deepest feelings of regret at the death of Archbishop Simor, Primate of 
Hungary. This eminent Prince of the Church was noted for his broad and 
tolerant views, and during the troubled times which the Jews in Hungary have 
passed through in recent years, the Primate gave frequent expressions to these 
views, in speech and in writing, in order to defend them from the malicious 
aecusations of the anti-Semites. 


NATHAN MARCUS OpPENHEIM.—"G.S.” writes : May I ask you to give a word of 


kindly remembrance to the memory of one of our coreligionists who has just passed 


away in his 82nd year at Frankfort-on-Main. Nathan Marcus Oppenheim, loved, 

ted, and mourned by all who knew him, was truly a man in the spirit of the God _ 
of Israel, holding strictly to the words and spirit of the books of Moses, kindly of 
heart, ever ready to give, full of old love, yet keeping wellin time with modern 
progress and thought in a!l appertaining to knowledge, withal modest of demeanour 
and always anxious not to wound the susceptibilities of those differing from him in 
their views. In his icular profession, that of a dealer in precious stones and 
antiquities, he had aéquired an almost European reputation for his unrivalled 
knowledge, which really stamped his trade as a profession, and for his unsurpassed 
honesty and righteousness.

sourener, 

FD)" need not imagine that I doubt his learning, or that I question the fact that 
some are opposed to the use of the hair of the dead for purposes of profit, 
He has somewhat misconceived the meaning of my reference to the view 
of the Gaonim on a passage in Berachot. It is surely no answer to 
quote another view however early on an altogether different point. Let 
it be remembered that the two great Gaonim whom I cited (and I preferred to go 
for my quotation to an incontrovertible source), saw nothing ua-Jewish in a Rabbi 
actually carrying with him a bone of his dead son. The question I repeat is not 
whether their explanation is right, though I think their theory not improbable. 
The point is that these two Gaonim, holding the theory they did, actually snpposed 
that R. Jochanan carried the bone about with him. After this example, and consider- 
ing the halachic support against the Shulchan Aruch, H., especially as the matter 
is largely one of sentiment, I need not, I repeat, rely exclusively on Joseph Karo. I 
am quite content with the matter as it stands, but maintain that on even halachic 
questions the Shulchan Aruch is not the ultimate resort for deriving an opinion even 
as to Jewish custom. If as 5D)’ maintains there is nosuch thing as sentiment in 
halacha, then indeed have we all become slaves.

“ Considering that in this work we have not only the story itself, but also its 
application to the grand principle of toleration of religion, there is strong evidence 
in favour of the theory that it was to this Jewish source that Lessing was indebted 


for the episode in the Three Rings.” 
Mr. Gollancz is mistaken in thinking that Lessing borrowed his parable of. 


the three Rings from the Schebet Jehuda. In a letter dated August llth, 1778, to 
his brother, Lessing says : Ich méchte zwar nicht gern, dass der eigentliche Inhalt 
meines anzukiindigenden Stiicks allzufriih bekannt wiirde, aber doch. wenn Ihr, 
Du oder Moses { Moses Mendelssohn] ihn wissen wollt, so schlagt das Decamerone 
des Boccaccio auf: Giornata 1, Nov. III.. Melchisedech Gindeo. And 
in one of the fragments of his literary Nachlass we find the following 
parsage : Es ist allerdings wahr, und ich habe keinem meiner Freunde verhehlt, 
dass ich den ersten Gedanken zum Nathan im Decameron des Vocaz gefunden habe. 

Surely Lessing ought to know best where be took his parablefrom. Buteven if 
we did not have Lessing’s own authority as to the source of the parable, a com- 
parison of Lessing’s play with Decamerone’s 3rd novel of the Ist book, and the 
Schebet Jehuda will convince any unprejudiced reader that it was not from the 
lattet that Lessing took his parable of the three Rings. |

OBITUARY. 


MONSIEUR LEOPOLD WIENER. 


We regret to announce the death, in his 68th yeat, of the eminent Belgian 
medallist and sculptor, Leopold Wiener, which took place on the 24th inst, at 
Brussels. Born at Venlo in Holland in 1823, Leopold Wiener early emigrated 
with his family to Belgium, where his success was brilliant and immediate, 
When only twenty-four years of age he was appointed Engraver to the Mint, 
position he held until his death. In that capacity his name appears in tiny letters 
upon the Belgian currency, the design having been executed by him. Thig 
recognition of Monsieur ‘Viener’s ability was followed in 1864 by his being nomi. 
nated Engraver to the Government, and shortly afterwards Engraver to the King, 
Monsieur Wiener’s activity was not, however, limited by his official work as 
medallist, as he was a sculptor of no mean capacity, his statues being found 
ornamenting the public squares throughout Belgium and Holland. In recogni. 
tion of his merits Monsieur Wiener was made successively Commander of the 
Order of Leopold, Commander of the Order of the Royal Crown of Prussia, 
Knight of the Order of the Lion of Holland, and he received many similar distinc. 
tions. Passionately devoted to music, and possessed of a magnificent voice, he 
was well-known in musical circles, and was Vice-President of the Conservatoire 
of Music at Brussels. In addition to the artistic side of his character, Monsieur 
Wiener displayed great abilities as an administrator and financier. At the age of 
18 he was Provindal Councillor, and later Mayor of Boitsfort, a small town near 
Brussels, where-he had a country seat. It was there that he loved to devote his 
energies, and under his guidance the town was laid out and beautifiéd, with the 
result that it became one of the favourite resorts in the environs of Brussels. He 


Under his initiative, schools of design for the working-classes, technical and 
professional schools, and many other public institutions were founded. It is onl 
a few weeks back that we announced his re-election as Mayor of Boitsfort for a 
further term of years, as a Liberal, he having defeated his Catholic opponent by 
over four times the number of votes. His business capacity caused him to be 
frequently consulted, and secured him a place upon the Board of Direction of 
several of the most important railways and financial institutions in Belgium. 
Monsieur Wiener had been in se 3 health for some time, and although a leading 
English surgeon was summoned to Brussels, receiving the princely honorarium of 
£1,000, his services were unavailing as Monsieur Wiener succumbed shortly after 
having undergone an operation. At the interment, which took place at Boitsfort, the 
Chief Rabbi of Beigium officiating, orations were delivered by Prince de Chimay, 
Minister of Foreign Affairs, who bore witness to the eminent services Monsieur 
Wiener had rendered to Belgium, and by other speakers. It was by children 
belonging to the schools he founded that Leopold Wiener was carried to his last 
resting-place. Monsieur Leopold Wiener married Miss Sarah Newton of London, 
by whom he had four children, the eldest son being married to a daughter of 
Mr. Solomon Schloss of London. He was brother of Mr. Myer Wiener of 
London, and of Monsieur Jacques .Wiener, also a great medallist and President 
of the United Hebrew Congregations of Belgium. The Town Council of Boits- 
fort have decided to give the name of Leopold Wiener to the principal public 
square, and to erect there a monument to his. memory. 


MADAME BENOIT FOULD. 


The bearer of a name associated with the rise of Judaism in France, Madame 
Benoit Fould, has passed away in Paris at the advanced age of 94. Helena 
Oppenheim, a member of the well-known Jewish family of Oppenheim, at 
Cologne, where she was born in 1797, married in 1814, M. Benoit Fould. Her 
husband was a son of the founder of the celebrated banking house in Paris. 
M. Fould was a member of the Corps Legislatif under the Second Empire, and 
brother of M. Achille Fould, Minister of Finance and of State. Passionately 
devoted to Art, and in particular to Music, Madame Fould encouraged a number 
of her coreligionists to adopt one or the other of the fine arts as a profession, and 
gave practical effect to her encouragement by supplying her protegés with the 
means of pursuing their studies. It is almost needless to add that such a woman 
was distinguished likewise for her general benevolence. Madame Fould leaves 
no children. Madame Heine-Furtado, who may justly be designated a Parisian 
Baroness Burdett Coutts, is her niece. : 


THE PRIMATE OF HUNGARY. | 


The Jews in Hungary will share with their Roman Catholic fellow-country- 
men the deepest feelings of regret at the death of Archbishop Simor, Primate of 
Hungary. This eminent Prince of the Church was noted for his broad and 
tolerant views, and during the troubled times which the Jews in Hungary have 
passed through in recent years, the Primate gave frequent expressions to these 
views, in speech and in writing, in order to defend them from the malicious 
aecusations of the anti-Semites. 


NATHAN Marcus OPPpENHEIM.—‘G.S.” writes : May I ask you to give a word of 
kindly remembrance to the memory of one of our coreligionists who has just passed 
away in his 82nd year at Frankfort-on-Main. Nathan Marcus Oppenheim, loved, 
respected, and mourned by all who knew him, wastruly a man in the spirit of the God 
of Israel, holding strictly to the words and spirit of the books of Moses, kindly of 
heart, ever ready to give, full of old love, yet keeping well in time with modern 
progress and thought in a!l appertaining to knowledge, withal modest of demeanour 
and always anxious not to wound the susceptibilities of those differing from him in 
their views. In his particular profession, that of a dealer in precious stones an 
antiquities, he had acquired an almost European reputation for his. unrivalled 
knowledge, which really stamped his trade as a profession, and for his unsurpassed 
honesty and righteousness. A great and a good man has gone to his fathers, and I 
feel that it iedue to those he has left behind him that his passing away should be 
recorded in a manner worthy of a life always grand in his opinion of the duties of 
an upright, just,and zealous son of Israel, yet modest and unpretentious. 
Two years ago he celebrated his ‘‘Golden Wedding” and leaves his worthy help- 
mate to be consoled by the deep veneration and affection of their children and 
grandchildren.

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JEWISH SCHOLARSHIP AMONG CHRISTIANS. 


The Rev. Is1porE HARRts, M.A., read a paper on the above subject at the fort- 
nightly meeting of Jews’ College Literary Society on Sunday last. The Rev. A 
Lowy presided. 

Vaslons reasons, said the lecturer, have operated at different times to favour the 
study of Hebrew among Christians. Foremost has been the desire to read the old 
Testament in the original tongue. Next, the controversies between the Church and 
the Synagogue, which were maintained throughout the middle ages, made Hebrew 
almost a necessity to the higher ecclesiastics of the Latin Church; inducing 
Clement V. to enact at the Council of Vienna in 1311, that Hebrew, together with 
Chaldee and Arabic, should be taught in all the universities for the purpose of con- 
futing the Jews and the Moors. Another cause was the curiosity which Jews have 
usually excited among their non-Jewish surroundings. The attitude of separateness 
which their religious customs and the force of circumstances have imposed on them 

bred a natural desire on the part of others to penetrate the inner life and 
thought of Jewry through the medium of Jewish literature. More often than not 
the study has been taken up with the scarcely-concealed object of discrediting the 
Jewish name, by condemning Jews out of their own mouths, so to speak. Occa- 
sionally, however, the study of Hebrew by non-Jews had the effect of raising up 
friends outside our ranks who defended the Jewish cause with as much vigour and 
learning and certainly with more truthfulness than it had been assailed. In this 
way there arose important controversies on the merits and demerits of Jewish liter- 
ature, which were the means of further extending and popularising its study. 
Furthermore, Christians were attracted to Hebrew by the fascination which theo- 
sophical speculation has had for many minds. The desire to penetrate the mysteries 
of. the spiritual world has not been restricted to any particular period in history, 
but at times it has been stronger than others. During the Dark Ages and down 


even to the 18th Century, Christians as well as Jews manifested an almost incredible | 


eagerness to explore the mysteries of the Kabbalah—a department of Hebrew 
literature which here and there developed affinities with the teachings of Chris- 
tani or at least was susceptible of such an interpretation, and was therefore 
regarded by Christians with special favour. Lastly we musf not lose sight of the 
considerable number of conversions to Christianity which ‘took place among 
medixval Jews under the stress of bitter persecution. Some of these converts were 


men of considerable attainments and were enabled, through the favour they 


enjoyed after their apostacy, to spread Hebrew scholarship among their Gentile 
patrons. Such are the general influences that have favoured Jewish culture among 
non-Jews at different times. To these must be added a few special infiuences arising 
out of particular events in history, such as the invention of printing in the 15th 
century, the revival of learning in the 15th and 16th centuries, and the Reformation 
in the 16th century. After this preface Mr. Harris entered minutely into his sub- 
ject. Commencing with St. Jerome, one of the Latin fathers, who was born in 345, 
the lecturer next turned to Spain, which in the 13th century had become the centre 
of Hebrew and Arabic learning. As a means to advance the conversion of Jews and 
Mahomedans to Christianity, professorships of Hebrew and Arabic were established 
at the principal universities, so that the Dominicans might be enabled to meet their 
opponents on their own ground, Raymundus Martini, author of the Pugio Fidei, 
was given as an example of Spanish students of Hebrew. The next dealt with was 
Nicholas de Lyra, a Franciscan commentator on the Bible and the forerunner of the 
Reformation, who was born in Normandy about 1270, and died in 1340, his being 
the only name of importance occuring in the 14th century. Until this time the 
history of Jewish learning among Christians had resolved itself into an account of a 
few isolated scholars. The Dark Ages were not favourable to anything like con- 
tinuousness in the prosecution of Hebrew learning. But the following century 
witnessed a momentous change. A revival of classical learning took place about the 
same time that Guttenberg invented printing. Men's minds being thus directed to 
the study of the masterpieces of antiquity, the time wasripe for adding to the learned 
languages of Europe by the inclusion of Hebrew. And the invention of printing 
favoured the addition. Among the Spanish Jews, before the expulsion in 1492, 
printing-presses had been set up in some of their chief cities. But it was to Italy that 
attentien had to be turned, for the night of exile wae fast closing about the Jews 
of Spain and Portugal, and the sun of Jewish learning and freedom was rising on 
the shores of the Adriatic. Jewish printing-presses had early been established 
at Reggio, Bologna, Ferrara, Mantua, Soncino and Venice. Of the exiles 
from Spain and Portugual many sought refuge in Italy. Thither they had already 
been preceded by numbers who were fleeing from the persecutions that were rife in 
Germany throughout the 15th century. Italy was then the centre of learning, and 
it was amidst circumstances the most favourable to Jewish learning, that Jewish 
scholars settled in Italy. were P and Cardinals commonly availed themselves 
of their renowed medical skill. Mr. Harris mentioned a number of physicians, 
grammarians, commentators, astronomers, geographers and philosophers, most of 
whom were active in spreading Hebrew literature among their Christian contem- 
poraries. The central figure of this movement, the echolar who gave himeelf with the 
strongest devotion and the most fruitful results to the work of handing on the torch 
of Jewish learning to his own and succeeding times, and so helped most materially 
to bring about the Reformation, was Elias Levita, the famous Massoretical scholar. 
In view of the significance of Levita’s work, Mr. Harris devoted considerable atten- 
tion to his life and literary labours, and then adverted to some prominent Christian 
Hebraists, who figured at about this time in Germany. In this review the lecturer 
conspicuously placed Johann Reuchlin, “the father of the Reformation,” “the 
Phoenix of Germany.” and the defender of Jewish literature, who exhibited an 
extraordinary sympathy with the Jews when they were attacked by the notorious 
apostate Johann Pfefferkorn (on whom Dr. 8. A. Hirsch read a paper at the Jews’ 
College Literary Society nearly three years ago). Space will not permit us to 
follow Mr. Harris throughout his chronological account of other eminent Hebraists 
among Christians in Germany, Italy, Holland and England down to the end of the 
17th century, with which the narrative was brought to a close. The latest 
century embraced in the paper was of equal importance with its predecessors 
with regard to the interest manifested in Jewish scholarship by non-Jews. Hebrew 
was now beginning to free itself from the trammels of theology, and to be studied 
for its own sake. Christian Hebraists were daily becoming more independent of 
Jewish teachers. Jewish history, antiquities. customs, laws and ritual began to 
receive attention. As an instance of the zeal for the study of Hebrew which 
characterised the 17th century, Mr. Harris mentioned the remarkable attainments 
of the learned Queen Christina of Sweden, and the wonderfuliAnna Maria Schurman, 
who wasin the habit of freely quoting from the commentariesof Rashi and Ibn Ezra 
in the learned Hebrew correspondence she maintained with Dorothea Moore, an Eng- 
lishdame. In conclusion, said Mr, Harris, even if ycu do not carry away with you any 
very exact information of the part that Christian scholars have played in Jewish litera- 
ture, the enthusiasm for Jewish learning which such studies have exhibited ought 
to serve you as a powerful object lesson. The labours of a Reuchlin, a Buxtorf, and 
a Wolf may fitly serve not merely to adorn a tale but also to point a moral. In the 
first place, if the passion for learning of these eminent Hebraists enabled them to 
overcome difficulties which can scarcely exist for us, what ought not we tobe able to 
accomplish in the same field? But more than this. We have seen how these dis- 
tinguished men took up the study of Hebrew at a time when it was not merely 
neglected but regarded with actual aversion, and they succeeded in overcoming the 
prejudices of their time and popularising Hebrew learning by forcing it into the 
charmed circle of the humanities. Ought not this to fill us with hope in regard to 
the future of Hebrew literature? What has been accomplished may be accom- 
Eoelist again. Though the study cannot be said to in high favour with 
lish Jews in the present day, the inference from the facts I have brought before 
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your notice is that the study only needs to be taker up by a few Jews of light and 
leading to besome as popular as ever. For the Literary Society located within 
these walls I think it may safely be claimed that it has already attained to some 
measure of success, and to a greater measare of suscess than previous movements of 
a similar kind, in its efforts to popularise the study. May this success grow and 
expand from year to year! (Lond —. 
The discussion was opened by Dr. FRIEDLANDER. He said that they were 
Hage os to Mr. Harris, not only for the good wishes he had expressed at the close of 
is paper, but also for the vast amount of information he had given respecting the 
large number of noble and learned men with whom he had made his audience 


‘acquainted. They were also grateful to these men themselves who had done so 


much to spread the knowledge of Hebrew. The knowledge of Hebrew, or rather of 
the Bible, was considered the peculiar treasure of the Jewish natioo, and it was but 
natural that they did not like to part withit. The first occasion to make it known 
to non-Jews was the translation into the Septuagint. It was undoubtedly pleasing 
to the Jews that a nation such as the Egyptians were interested in Hebrew litera. 
tnre, but their pleasure was not unmixed with grief at seeing their treasure go 
beyond the borders of the land. The spreading of rabbinical literature had done a 
great deal of good. It had conciliated many opponents and made them more friendly 
to the Jews, though it could not be denied that some scholars had abused the learn- 
ing they had scquired to damage Jews and Judaism. 

The Rev. IsiporE Mysrs, B.A., earnestly appealed to Jewish stndents not to 
permit Christians to outstrip them in the pursuit of the knowledge of the Hebrew 
literature. Referring to the scholars named by the lecturer, Mr. Myers made the 
ingenious remark that the second word in the Peutateuch N03 (which as Mr. Harris 


had mentioned was claimed by the learned Reuchlin, as inferring the doctrine of 


the Trinity, 3 standing for {3, “Son,” 9 for MY. “ Holy Ghost,” and & for aX, 
“ Father”), might stand for the initials of Buxtorf, Reuchlin and Ugolino. 

~ The Rev. L. MENDELSON pointed out that in every case a reformation was the 
cause of a desire to study Hebrew literature. 

The Rev. A. Lowy, in summing up the discussion, said he missed from the 
paper allusions to tne Septuagint, which though of Jewish origin, had been kept in 
the custodianship of Christian theologians up to half of the present century. Yet 
the Septuagint was the most ancient post- Biblical treasure saved from the wreck of 
time. St. Jerome, in his Vulgate. followed the Septuagint very closely. As regards 
controversies curried un by Christians on the basis of our great literature, it could be 
easily neticed that the opponents were addicted to that tneological pugnacity which 
had existed among all racer. It was not always a love of truth, but a propensity to 
engage in controversial fighting, which led the adversaries of Jewish literature into 
the arena. Mahommedans, and followers of Zoroaster, had likewise indulged in 
attacking Judaism. Mr. Lowy drew attention to the magnum opus of Wolffius, viz., 
the Bibliotheca Hebraica. Meritorious as this great. bibliographical work was, it 
had been surpassed by Steinschrieider's Catalogue in the Bodleian Library. The 
last-named author had proved that the Jew, after all, was the best jadge of the 
merits of Hebrew literature. (Cheers). 

Votes of thanks were passed to the lecturer and the Chairman. Mr. Hakgris, in 
acknowledging the vote, said that the reason why he did not speak to any exteat of 
the Septuagint, was because it was the work of Jews, whereas his paper dealt with 
non-Jewish scholars. 


GRAETZ’S “HISTORY OF THE JEWS.”

The English translation of Prof. Graetz’s “Geschichte des Judenthums’ 
under the title of ‘‘A History of the Jews from the Earliest Times to the Present 
Day,” is at length to see the light. Mr. Nutt announces that the work will be 
completed in five voluines, of which vols. I. and II. will be issued on March the 
1st next, and the other three volumes in 1892. In the Publisher’s announcement 
it is stated that the volumes have been edited and in part translated by Miss Bella 
Liwy, but we believe she has been assisted by Mr. Israel Abrahams, Mr, 
Lucien Wolf, and others. The original has been revised forthe English edition

Prof. Graetz supplies a preface in which he expresses his satisfaction that 
his work should be rendered accessible to the English reading public in a com- 
pact form and by means of an adequate translation. English readers, to whom 
the forefathers of the Jews of to-day—the patriarchs, herces, and men of God 
—are familiar characters, will, he believes, better understand the miracle which is 
exhibited in the history of the Jews during 3,000 years. Their continuance until 
the present day is a phenomenon, which has developed and asserted itself in 
spite of all laws of nature. It is a heartfelt aspiration of the author, that his 
historical work, in its English garb, may attain its object by putting an end to 
the hostile feeling against the Jewish race, which may thus be permitted to fulfil its 
mission without molestation. Dr. Graetz adds that the translation isnot a mere 
excerpt of his work, but a condensed reproduction of the entire eleven volumes, 
that the footnotes have been omitted, so as to render the present work less volu- 
minous, and that the history is brought down to 1870, whereas the original work 
goes as far as the memorable events of 1848. The last volume willl contain a 
survey of the entire history of the Jewish nation, together with a comprehensive 
ndex of names and events. The whole of the expenses incidental to the trans- 
lation and publication will be borne by Mr. F. D. Mocatta.

The eventual fate in store for the Guildhall Meeting Petition does not admit 
of forecast. It is presumed that, if ever it be accepted by the department of 
Petitions, it will be handed over to the Chief Procurator of the Most Holy Synod 
to answer. M. Pobedonostseff is, as is well-known, a most able theologian and 
contrdversialist, and he is at the same time the confidential adviser of his Imperial 
Majesty the Czar, and director of the whole religious organization of orthodoxy 
in Russia. He has already written extremely elegant answers to the Evangelical 
Allietice and to Pastor Dalton, and is understood to take a considerable pleasure 
ip these apologetic feats. He was even magnanimous enough to allow his adver- 
egries’ opinions to be published, but perhaps this was necessary to the success of 
the refutation. It will thus be seen that the direct effect of the English Petition 
can be but small, especially as the Chief-Procurator will have the whole matter in 
his hands including the advice on the subject to be tendered to the Czar. At 
thetime of the International Prisons Congress in;St. Petersburg last summer | 
the American delegate (from Coldwater, Michigan)*brought with him a petition 
in favour of the ‘Siberian exiles.” This document was long, pompous and 
“ spreadeagle” in the extreme, treating his [mperial Majesty as less than a brother. 
I do not think it was presented. American enthusiasm by the resolution in 
Congress likewise as shown on the Jewish question was treated to a cooler douche 
by American diplomacy than might have been expected from a government 
drawing its inspiration from the Declaration of Independence. The fact is, the 
American Government is just now wanting, and perhaps will be still more in the 
future, wanting Russian aid to balance England in North America. Especially is 
this the case over the Behring Straits question ; the untenable position taken up 
by the United States requiring every support obtainable. Russia on her side is of 
course extremely pleased to accept this position. Hence also it follows as well 
as from other obvious considerations, diplomatic assistance from England’s repre- 
sentatives at the Court of St. Petersburg is quite out of the question, ) 
(rrashdanin even gave circulation to the absurd story that—Sir Robert Morier, when 
asked to present the petition personally, telegraphed to Lord Salisbury that if 
Lord Meath and Sir Joseph Pease should come to St. Petersburgh he would 
immediately leave for Moscow. The basis for this story is the probable 
anxiety of Sir Robert Morier to studiously cultivate friendly relations with the 
Russian Government. I[t will thus be seen that as in the past, so for some time 
to come (at any rate while the present system of government lasts in Russia), 
pressure can only be brought to bear in favour of the Jewish subjects of the 
Czar by a careful education of the peo le. From the considerations above indi- 
cated, the United States has and will have an enormous influence with Russia. 


But at present public opinion there appears to be but slightly informed on the 
question.

The Odessa correspondent of the Daily News telegraphed on Monday : 

I have received a private communication from an ex-departmental official of 
the Minister of the Interior, who, from his own knowledge, expresses an optimistic 
opinion with regard to the probable effect on the Imperial mind of the earnest and 
courteously-worded appeal recently addressed to his Majesty from London on the 
subject of the exceptional and oppressive disabilities imposed upon the Jews in 
Russia. My correspondent personally knows M. de Richter, the Receiver of Peti- 
tions addressed to the Throne, to be a just and conscientious official, who, in such 
important matters as that contained in the Lord Mayor’s communication, would not 
take the usual course of re-writing a short précis of the subject-mattér for presenta- 
tion to his Majesty, as is the procedure with appeals of lesser importance, but would 
present the communication in its original form. It is not to be expected, my 
correspondent says, that the Imperial Government will so far and so readily accede 
to the prayer of any foreign assemb] y—whose intervention, under any circumstances, 
on behalf of a section of the subjects of another Power must be characterised as in 


a greater or lesser degree irregular—as to annul forthwith either all or any of the 


hurtful disabilities which oppress the Russian Jews. Even were his Majesty 
personally disposed to make some kind of spontaneous and responsive concession to 
the appeal of the Lord Mayor and citizens of London, there are State reasons, 
which cannot be altogether ignored by the Czar, for introducing the desired reforms 
in this direction by a very gradual initiatory operation. The writer of the letter 
before me, who has exceptional means for forming a fairly correct opinion on the 
‘aubject, expresses his conviction that the weighty influence of the Lord. Mayor's 
appeal will, at all events, undoubtedly have a great moral effect upon the future 
drift of home legislation with regard to the Jews, although this may not for some 
time to come manifest itself, for reasons dictated by the national amour propre ; and 
for the selfsame reasons, adds my correspondent, the reply vouchsafed by the 
Emperor, however cool and irresponsive its tenour may possibly appear, should not 
discourage the British philanthropists who formulated the appeal to his Majesty. 

IMMIGRATION OF RvussIAN JEWs.—The attention of the Marquis of Salisbury 
having been drawn by a Guildford correspondent to certain statements as to the 
formation of a syndicate in Odessa for the importation into this country of destitute 
Russian Jews, and also to the number stated to have already arrived on English soil, 
the Foreign Secretary directed the following reply to be sent :—‘ Sir,—I am directed 
by the Marquis of Salisbury to acknowledge the receipt of your letter of the 15th 
inst. respecting the reported immigration to this country of large numbers of desti- 
tute Russian Jews. In reply I am to state that his lordehip has no information of 
any such numerous arrivals, although ber Majesty’s Government receive information 
of the sailing of destitute persons for the United Kingdom. The question of the 
immigration of destitute aliens is not being overlooked by the proper departmentse— 
namely, the Board of Trade and the Lo:al Government Board.—I am, Sir, your 
most obedient servant.

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WOMEN IN JUDAISM.

Preaching on the above subject at the Hampstead Service on the 17th inst., the 
Rev.Morris Joseph,after sketching the position of Woman in Biblical times,pointed out 
that with regard to this question the Rabbins betrayed.a curious inconsistency. In 
their ethical sayings they evinced a tender reverence, even chivalry, towards the 
other sex ; but in their legislation they showed themselves harsh and unsympa- 
thetic. Crediting woman with almost every virtue, they denied her the religious 
equality which was logically her bareet right. This was, no doubt, the result of the 
application to religion of Jegal ideas and methods, which was so eminently character- 
fetic of the Rabbins, The statutory Israelite, the religious unit, was amale. Only 
men could attain to the full rights, and share the full responsibillities, of the Jew. 
This theory merely introduced into the sphere of religion principles which are asserting 
themselves to this very day in the political institutions of the most civilised 
countries. It was only logical that the Rabbins, for whom Judaism was not merely 
relgion but law, should carry these disabiilties into the domain of the Synagogue. The 
Sages were accustomed to justify their action by asserting the actual inferiority of 
the sex. Some of the objects of this distrust—notably Beruria, the daughter and 
wife of a Sage—protested against the injustice that was being inflicted upon them. 
True, the greatest authorities of the early Church shared with the Rabbins their 
unfavourable estimate of the feminine character. Aocording to the Church Fathers 
woman was the enemy of the spiritual life, the root of all evil. The Synagogue 
never went quite so farasthis. It saw the importance of the family as the bul- 
wark of the religious and moral life, and it perceived, too, that, within the confines 
of the Home, women might constitute an exalting influence. The pity is thata 
wider application had not been given to this idea. In the Middle Ages the Jewish 
woman fell into greater subjection. Her religious duties were restricted toa fulfilment 
of the minute requirements of the domestic ritual law. If she attended public worship 

she was immured in secluded galleries where her presence could! not disturb the 
devotions of the congregation of which she might not legally form part. Her isolation 
made itself felt even insociety. Friendly intercourse between the sexes, which 
is one of the most charming characteristics of the picture of Israel's life as 
painted by the Bible, was made impossible by medieval codes which seized upon 
the most casual utterances of the Talmud and forged them intorigid regulations. 
Restrictions of this sort must have powerfully helped to. lower the tone 
of religious life among the Jews in the Middle Ages. The Rabbins finely said that 
to withhold religious instruction from the young is to rob them of their ancestral 
heritage. But surely we deprive woman of her inheritance when we deny hera 
commanding place in the religious life of Israel. To say that she shall have no lot or 
- inheritance in the Synagogue—though it be said with the most excellent intentions 
—is perilously to narrow the basis of the Synagogue and to threaten its stability. 
As long as the Jew was shut up in his Ghetto, the evil effects of the 
policy were not clearly evident. But when the new redemption of Israel 
was accomplished, when the Jew marched forth into the free air of liberty 
and liberal thought, then this artificial and unhealtby system 
shrivelled up before the keen breath of the wholesome blast. Judaism had 
to adapt itself to its new environment or perish. Fortunately it had the power of 
self-adaptation, and one direction in which it showed that power was the religious 
enfranchisement of woman. Her regular attendarce at public worship ceased to 
be a phenomenon ; the re-awakened Pulpit began to address itself to her special 
needs ; her religious training became as important as tbat of the other sex. And 
the movement thus initiated has continued ever since. ‘‘ The balustrade of the 
women’s gallery in the synagogue has in our own time been gradually lowered 
- inch by inch almost to vanishing point ; and soon even this theoretical barrier— 
for it is no longer a practical one—will disappear, and men and women be equal in 
God’s House. But thisis only a tyre of the progress which is taking place in the 
attitude of Judaism towards its best friends. The stronghold of the religious 
sentiment, the custodian of Juijaism, is seen to be not man, but woman. Nature 
has marked her out as the preserver of the faith in an age of scepticism—nay, 
created her to be not only the bearer of children but their teacher, their inspirer. 
Like Hannah of old, receiving her child from God, she is, like Hannah, to lead him 
back to God, to set him in the sanctuary of duty, there to serve the Lord all his 
day. In short, we are beginning to build our Judaism’on a new foundation. 
The ritual law is yielding the first place to exalted spiritual aspirations, to high 
moral endeavour, and woman is to share at least equally with man the glory of 
supplying the necessary example and impulse. But if she is to inspire others, the 
sacred flame must first be kind!ed in her own soul. Before she can teach, she must 
learn. The idea of drawing a larger section of our womanhood within the im- 
pressive influences of public worship is one which will especially command the 
sympathies of this congregation. From the first we have practically affirmed the 
religious equality of the sexes. We have acknowledged the right of our sisters in 
faith to form an integral part of the congregation. We have seen nothing wrong— 
- everything that is proper and desirable—in the blending of the voices of men and 
-women in Songs of Praise to the God who has made us all. Toa plan like that 
now before the community we cry “ God speed” with all our hearts. For it recog- 
nises, as we have recognised, that women have yearnings of the soul that are 
worth every effort to satisfy—nay that their ennoblement is the truest guarantee 
of the ennoblement of many a soul yst unborn—the surest promise of the uplifting, 
the stability of Judaism in the trying days to come.” ,

“MUSCULAR JUDAISM.” 

At an amateur weight lifting competition at the International Hall, Pi 
Circus, Lord Lonedale awarded the first prize to Mr. Edward A. Levy, Pelesival 
the Denbigh Lodge Collegiate School, Birmingham. Mr. Levy's athletic record is 
rather remarkable. Up to ten years ago he had not even touched a dumb-bel] but 
wishing to aesist the boys of his school at their gymnastic exercises he joined in 
their squads and became a member of the Birmingbam Athletic Club. In 1882 
Mr. Levy took the first prize of the Club in dumb-be)l competition, and in 1884 the 
first prize for ——, For several years be has given dis, lays with the heavy 
bells atthe public gatherings at the clubs he has assisted, cn amateur, at the 
meetings of the Athletic Cluts in the principal Midland towns. In 1888 he was 

rsonally presented by Lord Wolseley with the special gold medal of the National 
hysical Recreation Society. Mr.-Levy's daughters are good examples of heredity . 
his second girl being an adeptin physical work, using (although but 14 years of 
age) dumb-bells of 28lbs and 56lbs and the iron bar of 70lbs. Educated in her 
father’s school she is muscularly stronger than any of the boys, plays football and 
cricket, and is not averse to the “ gloves” and “ puta’ the 10lb ehot well. Her 
youngest sister (13) won the All-round Gymnastic Competition at the King Edward's 
School when only ten years of age. Mr. Levy, we should add, is the acting Chair. 
man of the recently started Young Men’s Jewish Association at Birmingham, is 
Past Master of the “ Israel" Lodge (Birmingham), the leader of the s ue 
choir, avd has a well-known Press connection, having been assistant editor of one 
of the Birmingham evening papers. The Birmingham Daily Gazette says: “If 
there should be any persons who believe that abnormal strength tends to mental 
depreciation Mr. Levy may well be pointed to as a conspicuous proof of the contrary. 
As a lecturer, a writer, and a musician, his name is well-known, and his feats of 
strength by no means represent the sum total of his accomplishment.” 

Athletically considered the Jewish record at Birmingham is noteworthy. In 
1882, E. L. J. Platnauer won the 120 and 440 yards events at the last sports — 
held by the Birmingham Athletic Club at Aston Lower Grounds. A younger 
brother won the all-round gymnastic competition for youths at the same 
club last year. At the King Edward’s School the name of Platnauer has 
figured prominently in all athletic competitions for the past twelve years, and at the 
Grammar School a son of the Rev. G. J. Emanuel has distinguished himself in 
gymnastics. Fifteen years ago the names of Fred. Aaron at the gymnasium, and 
Fred Levy on the running path were familiar types of excellence. In the Midland 
dertoning circles F. Neufleiss is admittedly one of the best men in the art of 
natation. | 

Mr. F. A. Cohen, of the London Athletic Club, has won many cups and prizes for 
running, his favourite distance being one mile. Mr. Seligmann, of Trinity Hall, 
Cambridge, rowed in the second boat at Henley and was captain of the football 
team in 1889. Mr. Nathaniel M. Cohen, of Jesus College, is, we believe, 
the first Jew who ever won his blue at Cambridge. He won, at Cambridge, 
three medals for throwing the hammer, one against Oxford (for the first time since 
the circle was introduced into the University sports), when he threw 100ft. 7in. 
Mr. Cohen has won eix medals, and sixteen cups for various successes, 
principally for swimming ; and we hear he aspires to Championship honours in 
“punting.” His brother, Mr.S. B. Cohen, was ia the Jesus College Tennis Six ; he 
has been in several boatsat Cambridge, and has won swimming races. Mr. Claude 
Beddington is reputed to have lifted above his head a weight considerably over 
100lbs. at Cambridge. The details of minor victories by Jews at public schools are 
too numerous to mention here. Many Jews hold medals for swimming contests and 
for saying life from drowning. | 

In swimming contests generally Jews—and Jewesses—have recently greatly: 
distinguished themselves. At the lastannual swimming competions of the Working 
Men's Club and Institute Union a representative team of the Jewish Club secured 
three out of the five prizes, and for the second time won the Challenge Trophy 
open to all the affiliated London Clubs. We shouldadd, too, that Alfred Bowman 
was the amateur champion “Heavy Weight’ for boxing in 1889, open to all England. 
In 1890 George Bowman (amateur) was the winner in five successive boxing 
com petitions. | 

‘‘Muscular Judaism” is no new development in England, for no less than 
fourteen Jewish prize-fighters in byegone days have been traced; the names of 
Barney Aarons and Mendoza being still remembered. A few weeks ago we men- 
tioned that a former Jewish prize-fighter, kaown to a past generation as “Joe 
Savage,” had entered his hundredth year.

Ritter von Guttmann has announced a comprehensive pro- 
gramme which he intends to carry through for the advancement of the communal 
affairs entrusted to his direction. —

whilom associates Can no longer claim him as their own, for he has made a gift 
of 10,000 florins to a creche in his parish on the express understanding that it is to 
benefit children without distinction of creed. 

FRANCE. 


The elections for the partial renewal of the Senate have not resulted as 
favourably for Jewish candidates as did the general elections in Italy. Out of

Public Works, has received a new mandate from the select voters who have the 
power to send members to the legislative body sitting at the Luxembourg Palace.

GERMANY.

HeerSmidt demanded that a Commissioner should 
be sent out to Surinam to investigate the charges made against the Governor.
